New York, July 19.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—Notwithstanding the fact that 
the Germans have thrown large rein- 
forcements into the new battle line 
between Soissons and the region of 
Chateau Thierry, they nowhere thus 
far have been able to stem the tide of 
the onslaughts the American and 
French troops are ning against 
them. 

Friday saw the Americans and 
French batter their way further east- 
ward into the deep triangular salient, 
which has Soissons, Rheims and Cha- 
teau Thierry as its points, and suc- 
cessfully withstand.a terrific counter 
attack by the Germans on the plateau 
southwest of Soissons, where the al- 
ned guns dominate this important 
strategic town. 5555 

The gains of Friday were carried to 
their greatest depth in the center of 
the 25-mile line and on the southern 
Hank northwest of Chateau Thierry, 
where the Americans are holding 
forth. 


FIGHTING VIOLENT 
AROUND SOISSONS. 

The fighting was particularly vio- 
jent throughout the day around Sois- 
sons and in the region of Chaudun, 
where the Germans sent in large 
forces of reserves in an endeavor to 
push back the allied troops. Here the 
American artillery did notable work, 
killing or wounding many of the ene- 
my and aiding greatly in staving off 
the Germans. 


On the sector where the Americans | 


are fighting northwest of Chateau 
Thierry the German line was driven 
in upon the plateau northwest of 
Monnes and to the height to the north 
of Courchamps, the former position 
representing a gain of three and a half 
miles from the point of original de- 
parture at Torcy. While it is not pos- 
sible as yet geographicaly to delimit 
with exactitude the gains made in the 
two days’ fighting along the front by 
the French and Americans, it is known 
that at its deepest point the penetra- 
tion has reached approximately seven 
miles and that over the entire 25 miles 
it ranges down to about two miles.

Means stated that in 1915 he was told 
by “a German official that Huerta 
would come to the United States in 
the interests of the German govern- 
ment and that he would later return to 
Mexico and attempt to embroil the 
southern republic and the United 
States. The witness said he communi- 
cated this information to a detective 
agency, which brought about the ar- 
rest of Huerta: He added that his ac- 
tion caused him to be dismissed by 
Captain Boy-Ed from the employ of the 
German embassy. 

Later, the witness said, he held con- 
ferences with Joseph P. Tumulty, sec- 
retary to the president. Secretary 
Daniels, J. Pierpont Morgan and John 
R. Rathom, editor of The Providence 
(R. I.) Journal, at which he gave these 
gentlemen information which resulted 
in the arrest of Werner Horn, while 
en route to blow up a Canadian bridge 
over which Canadian troops were be- 
ing transported. 
had warned government officials of 
the destruction of the parliament 
buildings at Ottawa. 

Some German agents knew I was 
on familiar terms with Captain Boy- 
Ed.“ the witness testified, “and as- 
sumed anything they said to me would 
go no further. I listened to all they 
had to say and reported it.” 

Means said that Mrs. Maude C. King, 
of whose murder he recently was 
acquitted, was interested with him 
financially in supplying the German 
government with rubber, in violation 
of the Anglo-American trade agree- 
ment. He said Germany still owed 
Mrs. King estate approximately $167,- 
000 as a result of these transactions. 

The witness announced he had been 
ordered by the department of justice 
to report to the local bureau to assist 
the authorities in unearthing German 
plots in the United States:

national war labor board for adjudication. 

All matters in dispute, which shall include among other things hours 
of labor, wages and working conditions, reinstatement of former employees 
and any and all points offered for consideration by either side, shall be 
decided by the national war labor board and both parties to this agree- 
ment will abide by said board’s decision, with the following exceptions: 

1. The organization of a union known as Local No. 732 is recognized

3. The right of the Georgia Railway and Power company to maintain 
an open shop, to retain its non-union employees and to employ men in 
the future who are not union men is conceded.

NAVAL AVIATOR FLYING 


SAW CRUISER SINKING |’ 


Airman at Once Flew to 
Wireless Station and Sent 
S. O. S. Call That Caused 
Vessels to Speed to Res- 
cue—Firing Is Reported 
That May Indicate Patrol 
Boats Are Battling With 
U-Boat. 


Washington, July 20.— The navy de- 
partment early this morning received 
information that two steamships which 
are proceeding to an unnamed port 
have aboard 1,156 officers and men of 
the cruiser San Diego. These are in 
addition to the one officer and thirty 
men previously reported landed. 

The men are said to be in good con- 
dition, and so far as known, none was 
injured. 


MANY OF CREW 
BELIEVED KILLED. 


Point O’Woods, N. T., July 19.—Sur- 
vivors of the United States cruiser San 
Diego, sunk ten miles off Fire. Island 
shortly before noon today, declared to- 
night that many members of the engine 
room crew must have been killed by 
the explosion which wrecked the war- 
| ship. They were uncertain whether 
the vessel was struck from a torpedo or 
by a mine. The cruiser remained afloat 
thirty-six minutes after she was struck. 

The torpedo or mine struck the ship 
just aft of amidship, blowing up the 
boilers. One of the sailors declared 
the guns of the cruiser were fired at 
what appeared to be a periscope. The 
survivors who landed here numbered 
thirty-five, including six officers. The 
captain and first officer of the Gan 
Diego were the last to leave the sinking 
cruiser. 

Several barrels of crude oil, one of 
them badly charred, floated ashore 
near here and this was believed to 
indicate the possibility that a tank 
steamship also had been. sunk. 

Heavy explosions heard here late to- 
day were believed to indicate that 
some of the patrol boats which dashed 
to the aid of the cruiser had met a 
German submarine and were giving 
battle. The explosions continued until 
after 8 o'clock tonight and mariners 
living here declared they sounded as if 
depth bombs were being dropped.

The dispatch follows: 

“Section A: American troops, co-op- 
erating with the French in an attack 
on the enemy’s positions between the 
Aisne and the Marne penetrated his 
lines to a depth of several miles, cap- 
turing many prisoners and guns.” 

“Section B: On the night of July 15 
to 16 a platoon of our troops operating 
east of Rheims was attacked by a 
raiding party of 21 Germans. Our 
men went over the top to meet them 
and killed the entire party with the 
bayonet without loss to themselves. 

“One of our regiments in this same 
region reports that a party of Germans, 
with French helmets and coats, at- 
tempted to penetrate one of our 
trenches. The leader succeeded in ap- 
proaching our machine gunner, post- 
ed at this point, saying that he was 
French. When within a short distance 
of the gun the German threw a gre- 


nade which wounded our gunner. The 
gunner’s teammate seized the gun, 
turned it on the Germans and put them 
to flight. . 
„Another of our regiments in the 
same locality reports that an officer 
in French helmet and coat approached 
an outpost guard, saying that he was 
bringing back a detachment of French 
from farther front and requested the 
guard not to fire. The detachment

THE CASE OF GUS HANCHES. 


Gus Hanches is an alien Greek, young, 
strong, and one of the wealthiest men of his 
nationality residing in Spokane, Wash— 
where the Greek population is considerable. 

He came to America in 1906, and has 
prospered from that day to this, amassing a 
comfortable fortune. 

In filling out his questionnaire Gus Han- 
ches neglected to take advantage of his 
opportunity to claim exemption on account 
of being an alien; and he wrote upon that 
document that he came to America because 
America is “a better place to make a living.” 

When called upon to report for service, 
Gus asked to be excused. He does not want 
to fight for the country in which he has 
made his fortune and which has protected 
him in his personal and property rights. He 
said he made a mistake in filling out his 
questionnaire, and he requested to be al- 
lowed to claim exemption as an alien. That 
refused him, he has filed an appeal, claiming 
exemption on the grounds that he has de- 
pendents in Greece, and also upon the 
grounds that, being not a naturalized citizen | 
of the United States, Uncle Sam can not 
force him to fight. 

The district exemption board heard Han- 
ches’ case; then reported to the local ex- 
emption board: 


“Gus N. Hanches, a resident alien 
who claims exemption. We recom- 
mend that he return to Greece and 
enter the Greek army.” 


In comment, a member of the local ex- 
emption board said: 


We are going to see if the gov- 
ernment is to allow aliens to remain 
here and take the jobs of the Ameri- 
can boys who are being sent to the 
front. We are putting the aliens in 
our reclassification on the same basis 
as American boys. If they are physi- 
eally fit they are being put in class 1. 
Our board was working on these 
cases today. We propose to have this 
issue clearly put forth. Aliens find- 
ing this a better country than the one 
they left should not be sheltered by 
our own sons who are going to the 
front while these aliens are being left 
behind to take advantage of the con- 


ditions.” | 

Fortunately—at least it is to be hoped— 
there are few of this type of aliens in the 
United States. Indeed, it is to be hoped 
there are few friendly aliens within our 
gates who are so selfish and so ungrateful. 

But whenever one is found only one of 
three things should be done with him: 
He should either be forced into the army 
or else deported with the understanding 
that he will don the uniform of his native 
land, or else he should be placed in the 
status of an alien enemy and interned. 


A PLOWING ARMY. 


The army behind the lines in Great 
Britain is “The Plowing Army” organized 
under that name and working with a will to 


win the war. 

There, as elsewhere, it not only means 
home security, but it is the most heartening 
word from home to the men of the battle 


fronts. 

It is not only a daylight saving brigade, 
but the work goes on at night. Every avail- 
able foot of soil is cultivated, and by the 
most improved methods. The Scientific 
American says that tractors and drivers are 
in the most intensive sort of a drive the 
United Kingdom has ever known; and— 

—“the machines themselves are of 

American make, secured for this work 

by special arrangements with the man- 

ufacturers. They are sent in groups 
of any necessary number to a given 
district, and are used on a schedule 
of 24 hours per day, in three shifts, 
until all the big plowing of the dis- 
trict is done. This, of course, means 
night plowing by artificial light; but 
here for once time is of more value 
than light. Some men are em- 
ployed, but the majority of the drivers 
and mechanics are women. A thou- 
sand drivers alone have had to be re- 
cruited recently. Complete arrange- 
ments are in effect for instruction and 
gradual breaking in at the actual field 
work—arrangements in which the ag» 

ricultural colleges are a factor of im- 

portance.” 

Many and merited are the tributes to the 
loyalty and self-sacrificing devotion of the 
women workers, and there is no class dis- 
tinction in the work. “We have put our will 
to it,” said a titled woman; we know noth- 
ing now but the national need.” 

In some instances the rectors of parishes 
have donned the workman’s blouse, and are 
taking lessons from the nearby farmers. It 
is now the religion of Toil, “with no frills.” 


That is the war-winning schedule in 
Great Britain, as in France, where the pic- 
ture of women, even pulling the plows, is 
not overdrawn. 

A London paper puts it strongly when it 
says: “The women are not going to lose 
this war!” 

It is such united action—such will to win 
—which makes the light in the war-storm, 
a spirit of helpfulness that 18 fighting for 
that world. liberty whose dawn is as certain 
as the sun rises. 

There, as here, “The Plowing Army” 
wins!

cruiting station to have eve applicant 
under draft age to present a birth certificate 
showing that he is over 18 years old. Should 
it be impossible for the applicant to present 
a birth certificate, an affidavit by his parents 
as to his age will do.” 


I would call your attention in this con- 
nection to the fact that the Woman's Com- 
mittee, Council of Netional Defense, in their 
child saving campaign, are stressing the 
importance of the present weighing and reg 
istering of Georgia babies, one of the pur- 
poses .of the registration to furnish for the 
community, the state and the nation just 
those statistics that the government is now 
calling for, to establish the rights of our 
boys as Amertean citisems, eligible to fight 
for their country.

Provisions of the bill show that a 
tender of property and money to the 
amount of $650,000 has been made by 
the town of Lithia Springs and com- 
munity where it is proposed to locate 
the new institution. The location, 
climate and the famous Bowden-Lithia 
springs near by are pointed out as 
special inducements. There is no girls’ 
school, it is stated by the author of the 
bill, in this section of the state, and it 
would mean much for the educational 
advancement of the state. 

The local school tax bill was carried 
forward as unfinished business for 
next Tuesday morning, and a resolu- 
tion urging the Georgia Railway and 
Power company to recognize the car- 
men’s union and refer all other dif- 
ferences to the war and labor board, 
was deferred until Monday morning for 
eonsideration.

“Every draft of men for the army 
training camps, such as is being made 
this week, renders the labor situation 
in Georgia more acute. A remedy must 


be found and applied in all parts of the 
state if Georgia is to maintain her in- 
dustries and furnish her share of war 
supplies,” said H. G. Hastings, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Chamber of Com- 
merce, in a statement issued yesterday. 

“The method, originating, I believe, 
with Savannah, and later adopted by 
Auguste and now being put into effect 
by Macon, seems to have worked out to 
good advantage, the increased labor ef- 
ficiency in the Savannah industries be- 
ing estimated at twenty-five per cent 
or more. 

“While there has been a great loss of 
man power in Georgia, it is equally cer- 
tain that with the now partially or 
wholly idle loafing men, both white 
and black, put to work and kept at 
work regularly five-and-a-half to six 
days per week, that lost man power 
will be largely made up. 
We may as well make up our minds 
that necessity forbids that any man, 
white or black, in the state can loaf or 
Idle under present conditions, regard- 
less of whether the present legislature 
passes an act to that effect or not.

If the lo- 
cal organization is of such character, 
there can be no just criticism. 

“A great many negroes may look on 
this as a scheme to hit the negro alone, 
but it should be made apparent to the 
negroes of each community that they 
will get an absolutely square deal, that 
its enforcement will be impartial and 
applied to white and black alike. 

Should Have Representatives. 

“Three-fourths or more of the ne- 
Sroes will be in hearty accord with 
the enforcement of this general Plan 
once the labor necessities of the war 
situation are fully explained to them. 

“In communities where the negro 
population is large they should have 
representatives on the local board or 
committee, either by appointing one or 
more leading negroes on the commit- 
tee, or else have a separate commit- 
tee of representative negroes acting 
in an advisory capacity, or in co- opera- 
tion with the board or committee. 

“As the labor situation grows more 
acute, as it is bound to do as more 
men are taken for the army, this plan 
or some similar one will be put in 


force, not only in Georgia, but every 
other state. There is no place in the 


United States today for the loafer or 


part-time worker, and there will not be 


so long as this war lasts. It is liter- 
ally a case of ‘work or fight.’

VICE BILLS ARE READY. 


Treatment of Disease May Soon 
Be Compulsory. 


| The United States vice commission 
Sa prepared four bills for presentation 
to the legislature at an early date deal- 
ing with social diseases and making it 
compulsory to have regular treatment. 
Any physician who treats such a case 
will be required to keep a record of it 
and see that the treatment is carried 
to a complete cure, and where anyone 
is confined in a jail, prison or hospital 
of any kind and is afflicted they will 


be confined in a separate ward and com- 
pelled to submit to treatment until 
cured if these measures are adopted. 

The bills have been taken up with 
Governor Dorsey and have received his 
unqualified approval and it is thought 
by the vice commission that he will 

repare a special message to the legis- 

ture dealing in particular with these 
proposed bills. 

One of the bills provides that the 
state secure a piece of land somewhere 
and establish a home for women who 
are infected with social diseases, em- 
powering the courts to send all such 
to this institution. They must 
over 18 years old before they can 
received at this institution. It will

Senator Wohlwender 
stated that the cause of the killing was 
a small house, and it should be given 
further consideration. 

The house resolution to appropriate 
$5,000 for the purpose of paying ex- 
penses of the commitees of the legis- 
lature who worked during the recess 
was adopted by the senate. 

A bill was introduced by Senator 
Moore to create a bank bureau in the 
treasury department of the state, for

“The gallant stand and showing made 
by the First and Second corps of Gen- 
eral Pershing’s army in France speaks 
in eloquent terms of the morale of the 
American troops,” said Colonel M. 8. 
Jarvis, of the 45th infantry. Colonel 
Jarvis and other officers of the troops 
now at Camp Sheridan are taking a 
deep interest in the events on the west- 
ern front and watch every movement as 
they are reported. Colonel Jarvis, 
for thirty years a member of the regu- 
lar army, said that the demeanor of 
the men that stood the brunt of the 
German drive and repulsed them as 
never before, showed him that the 
training that the men had received in 
their nine months in the battle area 
seasoned them for the impending blow 
and when the time came they were 
ready for the emergency. 

Colonel Jarvis said that he, had just 
talked to a member of one of these 
outfits just back from France and he 
told of the fine morale and praised the 
Americans, especially for their shoot- 
ing. saying that the Germans have 
found their superior in sniping where 
it requires quick observation and fir- 
ing to do good work.

nel Jarvis spoke, is commanded by Ma- 
jor General Robert L. Bullard, an Ala- 
daman. Colonel Bullard commanded the 
Third Alabama volunteers during the 
Spanish-American war.

Prices closed unsettled, 2%c to 3%c net 
lower, with August $1.52% @1.52%, and 
September $1.53@1.53%. Oats finished 
% to 1%@1%c down, and provisions 
off a shade to bc. 

Bearish sentiment regarding corn 
became so pronounced that the August 
delivery was forced down more than 
10c under the high point of the previ- 
ous day, and nearly l4c below the top 
figures of Tuesday. In addition, to the 
war news, the favorable weather was 
against the bulls, and so, too, were 
liberal receipts. Besides reports were 
current that -the food administration 
had ordered interior public elevators 
cleared as far as practicable so as to 
make room for the new wheat crop. 
Throughout the day, buying support 
was limited except from shorts whose 
profit-taking induced numerous but 
generally transient rallies. 

Adverse crop reports from the Cana- 
dian northwest made the oats market 
show stubborn resistance of sellin 
pressure. The continued weakness 0 
corn, however, together with talk of 
devoting elevator facilities more large- 
ly to wheat caused much unloading of 
oats after mid-day. 

Provisions finally eased off a little 
with grain despite higher quotations 
on hogs, and notwithstanding liberal 
shipments.

ALLIES IN CONTROL 
OF MURMAN COAST. 

Amsterdam, July 19.—Rear Admiral 
Kemp, of the British navy, has pro- 
claimed the occupation of the northern 
section of the Murman railroad by 

British, American, French and Serbian 
forces, says Max Behrmann, the Stock- 
holm correspondent of The Berlin 
Vossische Zeitung, under date of July 
16. The admiral, he adds, also an- 
nounced that the forces would advance 
southward “in accord with the local 
soviet authorities, and at the request 
of the local pulation for help.” 

eee a that there are no 
soviet authorities in the whole Murman 
territory. On the entire 400-mile 
stretch of railroad, only at half a 
dosen main points are there sort of 
rudimentary political organizations. 
The largest of these is at Alexandrovsk, 
comprising 400 persons, while the one 
at Kem has 300 members. These com- 
munities, Behrmann declares, were, 
until some months ago, Bolsheviki, but 
since they split into numerous parties 
whose services go to the highest 
bidder. 

Behrmann further alleges regarding 
“a request for help from the popula- 
tion,” that two obscure Russians, one 
an ex-convict and the other a former 
gendarme, have been traveling around 
in the interests of the allies collecting 
adhesions to the requests by threats or 
bribery. The newspaper prints an 
Archangel message to The Izvestia, of 
Moscow, which mentions the arrival 
there of Italian and Serbian officers 
and men who, it declares, was dis- 
armed and expelled by the local soviets.

SUSTAINED BY COURT

Many of the conscripted men are al- 
ready on their way overseas, but a 
majority of them are in Canadian train- 
ing camps.

A dozen 
men in Sacreo camp, near Calgary, 
wer egranted the writs, but the mili- 
tary authorities refused to recognize 
them or surrender the soldiers. 

Lieutenant Colonel Phil Moore, the 
commandant to whom the order of the 
supreme court of Albert was directed, 
was adjudged in contempt and a sher- 
iff was ordered to bring him into court. 
Moore’s superiors instructed him to 
resist and serious trouble was averted 
July 13, when both sides reached a 
compromise, the army authorities 
agreeing not to send the soldiers over- 
seas until the supreme court of Cana- 
da had passed upon the case. 

The decision establishes the right of 
the government to suspend the habeas 
corpus under the military service act. 

Under the authority of the amended 
military service act, established by or- 
ders in council, and approved by res- 
olution of both houses of parliament, 
the government cancelled the exemp- 
tions held by unmarried men between 
20 and 22 years old, inclusive. 

The validity of the orders in council 
was contested on the ground that they 
were=uncon&stitutional, that amendment 
to the military service act should have 
been made by an act of parliament in- 
stead of by order in council.

SUBJECTS OF KAISER 
WANT TO EMIGRATE 


Amsterdam, July 19.—An interesting 
sidelight on internal conditions in Ger- 
many is shed by the reports reaching 
Berlin from various parts of the father- 
land, according to tele ms received 
here. The tax-ridden population is de- 
sirous of emigrating and settling in 
the Ukraine, where it is believed farm- 
ing conditions are easier and taxation 
will be lighter. 

A warning has deen issued against 
this proposed emigration. It is pointed 
out that no permission will be given 
for a long time to persons who wish 
to emigrate. Moreover, it is added, 
public security in the Ukraine still is 
very bad and the popular feeling there 
is so anti-German that the Germans in 
that country are anixous to get back 
to Germany. 

The cry comes from Danzig, on the 
Baltic sea, that this district is in im- 
minent danger of being controlled by 
the Poles. The greatest war profiteers 
there, it seems, are Poles. They are

city and vicinity. The Polish bank 
has acquired a large edifice in Danzig

FOR THE GERMANS, 
Big Readjustm ent of Lines 
Necessary Unless French 


and Americans Are Imme- 
diately Thrown Back. 


London, July 19.—According to ad- 
vices received here today the French 
are again advancing and it is proba- 
ble that the Germans will have to make 
a big readjustment in their line unless 
they can immediately throw back the 
French. * 

The success of the Franco-American 
counter offensive has altered the en- 
tire situation on the Champagne front. 
The whole German line from Chateau 
Thierry to Rheims, the dispatchs from 
the battle front point out, is depen- 
dent on the railroads, which the French 
dominate. Supplies for the German 
forces around Chateau Thierry must 
now be carried 20 to 30 miles by road. 

Serious for Germans.

They will not 
only have to discontinue all their plans 
for the offensive here, but probably 
will be forced to fall back a consid- 
erable distance’ to a new line, where 
the problem of supplies can be han- 
dled easier.

Aisne-Marne Front, July 19.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—One of the greatest 
surprises for the Americans in the 
opening of the offensive was the flight 
of the Germans before the attack.

Americans, many of whom were going 
over the top for the first time, were 
fully prepared for a stiff fight, and as 
the hours went on without a German 
counter blow they began to wonder 
when the enemy would retaliate.

BIG CROPS OF BEANS, 
BEETS AND PEANUTS 


Washington, July 19.—The largest 
crops of 8, sugar beets and pea- 
nuts ever grown in the United States 
are in prospect for this year’s harvest. 
Forecasts of production issued today by 
the department of agriculture show an 
increase over last year of 19,500,000 
buhels in the peanut crop, with a total 
of 79,704,000 bushels: an increase of 
almost 5,000,000 bushels in the bean 
crop, with a total of 19,791,000 bushels, 
and an increase of 267,000 tons in the 
sug beet crop, with a total of 
6,247,000 tons. The hop crop promises 
32,494,000 pounds, an increase of al- 


bsoom corn, 70,500 tons, an increase of 
8,500 tons: kafirs, etc., 110,005,000 bush- 
els, an increase of 24,000,000 bushels, 
and sorghums (sirup), 33,817,000 gal- 
lons, a slight decrease. 

Peanut acreage shows a 19 per cent 
increase in Alabama, where a crop of 
23,148,000 bushels, or 7,000,000 busKels 
more than last year is forecast; in 
Texas the acreage shows a 10 per cent 
increase, and production is forecast at 
21,196,000 bushels, an increase of al- 
most 6,000,000 bushels; in Georgia a 
23 percent acreage increase and 12,- 


422,000 bushels, or 3,000,000 bushels 
more than last year.

The Germans, it is contended, will 
have to fight hard to stave off a rout 
and to extricate themselves. This 
means that the allies definitely have 
settled with the crown prince and have 
completely neutralized his group of 
armies. It is stated that he will have 
all he can do to extricate himself from 
his present position. ' 

In the past week the Germans have 
used more than thirty divisions, of 
which number 23 were from the gener- 
al reserve. The using up of these 23 
general reserve divisions is one of the 
most satisfactory features of the 
week’s work, for they have been ex- 
hausted in a wholly abortive enter- 
prise and have lost very heavily. 

Germans May Strike British. 

Crown Prince Rupprecht’s group of 
armies in the north on the front from 
Montdidier to the English channel, 
however, dispatches from the front 
state, remains almost intact. Only a 
few of them have been used in the of- 
fensive of the last week and the most 


likely strategic effort by the Germans 
at the present time is to speed up a 


the British front. 

The Bavarian crown prince, Rup- 
precht, will, presumably, lend only 
enough troops to the German crown 
prince to avert disaster in the south, re- 
serving his own fresh forces mainly 
for the big counter stroke elséwhere. 
This is not only sound strategy, but is 
sound common sense. The Germans 
never intended to stake everything on 
the Rheims blow, but expected, mili- 
tary officers say, after shattering the 
French there to follow it up with an 
immediate offensive against the Brit- 
ish in the north. 

The effect of the -Rheims failure 


then, dispatches from the battle front 
say, will probably be to arcelerate a 
blow somewhere on the front between 
Montdidier and the sea. Although 
the allied line has many vulnerable 
points on this long front and restrict- 
ed room for maneuvering is always a 
danger, yet it remains a fact that the 
allies now have used up half the fresh 
divisions in the German reserve and 
the blow must be proportionately less 
severe. 


RED CROSS Sl 
TOBE SENT TO RUSSI 


Washington, July 19.—A large cargo 
of relief supplies, principally food- 
stuffs, clothing and medicine, is to be 
dispatched to Russia by the American 
Red Cross at the earliest possible mo- 
ment.” <A special ship will be used for 
the purpose and the cargo will be ac- 
companied and distributed by a group 
of Red Cross representatives, who will 
work under the direction of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross commission now in Rus- 
sia. 

Shipment of the cargo has been ap- 
proved by the American government, 
said the Red Cross announcement to- 
night, and it will involve a gift of the 
American people through the Red 


Cross. The supplies will be for the 
use of the civilian population, refugees 
of Russia and prisoners returning from 
Germany and Austria-Hungary. / Many 
of the latter have been starved and 
large numbers of them are afflicted 
with tuberculosis. 

“Iw spite of all that has happened in 
Russia,” said Henry P. Davison, chair- 
man of the Red Cross war council, “the 
American Red Cross has had members 


of its commission always there, always 
ready to lend a helping hand without 
regard to political consideration and 
without regard to what party was in 
power. We have sought by every 
means in our power to keep alive in 
Russia the feeling that the people of 
the United States through their Red 
Cross, were eager to be of service to 
the Russfan people in their distress and 
affliction. In other words, our whole 
Policy has been in accord with the 
statement of President Wilson that he 
intended to stand by Russia. 
“Opportunity has now developed for 
carrying out this idea on a large scale, 
and it is the hope and expectation of 
the American Red Cross that the ma- 
terial in the relief ship, now to be dis- 
patched, will be accepted as an effective 
token of the real spirit of the Ameri- 
can —— for what we know is the 
real longing of the people of Russia.”

ABOUT GOVERNORSHIP 


Gov. Whitman to Remain Can- 
.didate Even if the Colo- 
nel Enters. 


Saratoga Springs, N. T., July 19.— 
With the eyes of the political leaders 
‘of state and nation focused on its de- 
liberations, the New York republican 
state convention suddenly adjourned to- 
day. leaving unanswered many ques- 
tions to which replies were eagerly 
awaited. ‘ 

Chief among these was whether Colo- 
nel Theodore Roosevelt would consent 
to enter the race for the governorship 
this fall. The prevailing belief as the 
delegates left for their homes was that 
he would. But.in the absence of any 
gutheritic statement from him either 
while he was here yesterday or after a 
movement to nominate him assumed 
definite and powerful proportions, the 
party.managers of all factions were as 
much at sea as ever. 

Governor Whitman will remain a can- 
didate for renomination, no matter 
whether Colonel Roosevelt consents to 
enter the primaries, according to an- 
“nouncement this forenoon by William 

Orr, the governor's secretary. 

The convention today listened to a 
ae patriotic address by former 
President Taft and adopted a platform. 

Although the convention was fea- 
tured . the centralization of the 
Roosevelt boom, it marked the first ap- 
pearance of the recently enfranchised 
women in a big convention on a politi- 
cal equality with the men.

Secretary Baker settled the question 
so far as baseball is concerned today 
in an unqualified decision holding the 
game a non-productive occupation and 
saying, so far from amending the regu- 
lation to exempt ball players, he believ- 
ed the scope of its provisions “should 
be so enlarged as to include other 
classes of persons whose professional 
occupation ig solely that of entertain- 
ng.” 


gitimate theatrical performers 
were specifically exempted in the origi- 
nal work or fight order of the provost 
marshal general, and a recent ruling 
placed in this class actors and skilled 
men employed in producing moving 
pictures. 

The secretary's decision was given on 
an appeal in the case of Edward Ain- 
smith, veteran catcher of the Washing- 
ton Americans, whose deferred classi- 
fication on account of a dependent wife 
and child recently was revoked by a 
local draft board.

The point that baseball has been ac- 
cepted as the national sport and is for 
many workers and business men the 
only opportunity for wholesome out- 
door relaxation and enjoyment was 
treated as a serious one. But the sec- 
retary declared times were not normal;

found, and that:
